PO. Tom Brennan 
Reported Killed 
In Action 


Reported Missing In Action On 
Sept. 21; Wire Reporting His 
Death Received Here Last 
Friday. 



The cruelty of war struck for¬ 
cibly home again last week, when 
Mr. and Mrs. Tom Brennan re¬ 
ceived a wire from Ottawa official¬ 
ly listing their eldest son, Pilot 
Officer Tom Brennan, as killed in 
active service overseas. Tom was 
listed as missing in action on 
Sept. 21, 1944. 

Bom in Scotland in 1914, he 
came to Coleman in early youth 
with his parents, where he received 
his education. He was employed for 
some time at McGillivray Creek 
tipple and later attended Calgary 
Technical school. Tom was a good 
mixer and with his cheery grin 
became widely* and! popudarly 
known throughout the Pass towns. 

He enlisted in the RCAF in July, 
1942, and graduated in September 
as a wireless air gunner, receiving 
his commission at the same time. 
He later became a member of the 
Ferry Command and quickly be¬ 
came the most travelled airman 
to enlist from Coleman. He has vis¬ 
ited cities in Britain, North Africa, 
South America, India, the Middle 
East, France and Belgium. Among 
the last letters received from him, 
he told of the welcome given to 
himself and comrades by the citi¬ 
zens of Brussells.

Cruisers Will Be 
Called The Uganda 

An Empire link, forged by naval 
tradition, will be formed shortly be¬ 
tween Canada and the British Pro¬ 
tectorate of Uganda when the cruiser 
Uganda is commissioned as a ship of 
the Royal Navy. 

Specifications of the cruiser are 
cloaked under security regulations. 
But by description of Navy Minister 
Macdonald, in press conferences, the 
Uganda, first of two cruisers to be 
added to the Canadian naval strength, 
is a medium cruiser. 

She will bear, it is stated, gifts 
from the people of the African pro¬ 
tectorate, and for these and tradi¬ 
tional reasons shall keep her name, 
although it is marked down in Can¬ 
adian Navy plans to designate the 
second or any other succeeding 
cruiser by the name of a province.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 

Plans to meet increased demands 
for unemployment insurance ben¬ 
efit during the transition period 
from war to peace are now being 
studied, C. B. Howden, regional 
insurance officer, Unemployment 
Insurance Commission, Winnipeg, 
announced. 

“The end of the struggle in 
Europe will see many war indus¬ 
tries changing over to peacetime 
production. During this period of 


readjustment, there may be a cer¬ 
tain number of temporary layoffs. 
This would naturally result in a 
larger demand for unemployment 
insurance benefits. In order to meet 
this demand, the Commission is 
now studying far-reaching plans,” 
he said. 

A few of these plans include a 
shortening of claims procedure, 
simplifying insurance forms, im¬ 
proving instructions for staff guid¬ 
ance and increasing the use of the 
cash payment system. In addition, 
it is proposed to establish branch 
claims offices in outlying districts, 
where workers temporarily out of 
employment can file their claims 
and register for work without go¬ 
ing to the main office. 

Canada has appoximately two 
and one half million insured per¬ 
sons, and they have built up an ac¬ 
cumulated fund of over two hun¬ 


dred million dollars. Of this 
amount, the Commission has paid 
out three and three-quarter million 
dolLars since the payment of claims 
came into effect in February, 1942. 
This has not equalled half the in¬ 
terest received on monies deposited 
in the fund. In regards to the cost 
of administration, this is defrayed 
entirely by the government. 

The Unemployment Insurance 
Commission has one national em¬ 
ployment committee, five regional 
committees and forty-eight local 
committees. In addition, there are 
fifty-one courts of referees. “These 
will become more influential as we 
return to peacetime working con¬ 
ditions. Labor is represented on all 
these committees, and through 
them can obtain information con¬ 
cerning the administration of both 
the insurance and employment work 
of the Commission.”

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INFORMATION REGARDING THE PROPOSED 

Grows’ Nest Pass Municipal Hospital District 

This information has been compiled by the Provisional Board for the benefit of those who will vote on the 
plan presented. For further information see any member of the Provisional Board. 


THE PLAN 

The plan provides for the erection in Crows’ Nest 
Pass, of a well built modern and well equipped hospital, 
of at least 60 beds, including an operating room, case 
room, etc. 


THE PURPOSE 

To provide the best nursing and hospital services for 
all the people in the district at a minimum cost; and to 
insure every ratepayer and his family against costly hos¬ 
pital bills. 


IS IT AN EXPERIMENT? 

Definitely No! Thirty-one similar hospitals have been 
in operation for some time; three more have commenced 
operation recently, and more areas are now considering 
proposals. Public records show that every district in 
which they operate receives economical and satisfactory 
illness, accident and maternity hospital services. 


HOW IS THE CAPITAL 
COST FINANCED? 

By the issue of debentures for $185,000.00 to be re¬ 
paid over a period of twenty years. If they bear an interest 
rate of 4% the yearly payment of principal and interest 
will be $13,612.67. 

WHAT WILL THE 
HOSPITAL RATES BE? 

Hospital supporters will pay $1.00 per day without 
extra charges for ordinary drugs and dressings. Compare 
this with the rates non-supporters will pay, or with the 
rates you now pay for hospitalization. Study the plan 
detailed hereon. 


MINIMUM TAX 

The minimum tax, no matter how small the parcel 
of land may be, is $10.00. The government grant is 46c 
per day per patient and there is added revenue in hos¬ 
pital fee paid by non-taxpayers. 


WHAT WILL THE COST 
BE TO FARMERS? 

Based on the experience of all other Municipal Hos¬ 
pitals in the Province, the Department of Health estimate 
that a rate of 5.12 mills will provide sufficient funds. 
This means that if your property is assessed for $1,000.00, 
your share of this will be $10.00 per year. 


WHAT WILL THE COST 
BE TO THE CROWS’ NEST 
PASS RATEPAYERS? 

The ratepayers of the Crows’ Nest Pass District will 
pay on the basis of 5.12 mills on their real property as¬ 
sessment, with a minimum tax of $10.00 per annum. 


WILL THE COST TO THE 
RATEPAYERS INCREASE? 

We velieve that it will not. The tax levy on the plan 
was estimated high enough to cover all possible expenses. 
Further, if other lands are added to the district, it will 
spread the cost over a larger area and when the deben¬ 
tures are retired, a further reduction should take place. 
Other Municipal Hospitals, which retired their debentures, 
operate on a lower mill rate and own the hospital.

In accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Hospitals Act, R. S. A., 1942, 
a request was received on February 26th, 1944, by the Minister of Health, at Edmonton, 
asking that a Municipal Hospital District be established to include the territory 
described below. CSs 

In compliance with this request, the Minister of Health established the Crows’ 
Nest Pass Municipal Hospital District on the 6th day of August, 1944, appointed a 
Provisional Hospital Board and instructed it to prepare a Scheme lor the building and 
operating of a Hospital in the said district, in accordance with the Municipal Hospitals 
Act. 

The Provsional Hospital Board met on September 19th, 1944, and prepared the 
Plan outlined below in accordance with the Municipal Hospitals Act. The Flan is to 
be advertised throughout the district for a period of fourteen days following which, 
providing Uiat all conditions of the Municipal Hospitals Act have been complied with, 
the Plan will be submitted to the Minister of Health for final approval and a date fixed, 
not exceeding thirty days from the date of such final approval, upon which the rate¬ 
payers of the said district will be called upon to vote for the adoption or rejection of 
the said plan. 


The territory included in the 
hospital district is as follows: 

(a) All of Local Improvement District 71. 
(D) ihe Town of Coleman. 

(c) The Town of Blairmore. 

(a) The Village of Frank. 

ihe Hospital plan submitted by the Board 
upon whicn the ratepayers will be asked to 
vote is as follows: 

(1) it is proposed to acquire a suitable 
site for the hospital between the towns of 
Blairmore and Coleman; said site to be sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the Provincial Board 
of Health. 

f2) it is proposed to acquire a portion 
ol the hospital equipment and the ambu¬ 
lance service at present owned by the 
Miners’ Hospitals. 

(3) To build a sixty (69) bed hospital 
from plans prepared by a registered archi¬ 
tect and approved by the Provincial Board 
oi Health. 

(4) To provide for an operating room, 
case room and all essential furnishings and 
equipment as required in the regulations 
made under the provisions oi the Hospitals 
Act. 

(5) To supplement the revenue derived 
from taxation by the adoption of a schedule 
oi fees as follows: 

(a) To ail ratepayers assessed in re¬ 
spect of property within the hospital dis¬ 
trict and their wives, dependent families 
and domestic female help of such ratepay¬ 
ers who are resident with them, a per diem 
rate of One Dollar ($1.00) provided such 
ratepayers shall be assessed a minimum tax 
of Ten Dollars ($10.00) per annum. 

(b) Non-ratepayers in the hospital dis¬ 
trict may receive hospital treatment at a 
rate oi One Dollar ($1.00) per diem, upon 
payment of a yearly sum of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) for single persons and the sum of 
Ten Dollars ($10.00) per family providing 
this sum is paid within thirty (30) days of 
the opening of the hospital and thereafter 
not later than January 10th in each year 
except that persons entering the Hospital 
District must pay this sum within three 
(3) months after coming to the district. 
The board retains the right to refuse this 
payment if, in its opinion, it is made for 
the purpose of receiving immediate hospital 
treatment. In this paragraph the family 
shall mean the father, the mother and de¬ 
pendent children only. 

(c) Every person resident outside the 
boundaries of the hospital district who pays 
the outside hospital supporter’s fee of 
Twenty Dollars ($20.00) to the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Hospital District, on or 
before the 10th day of January in any 
year shall be deemed to be a hospital sup¬ 
porter for the calendar year, providing the 
board deems accommodation is available. 

(d) No charge will be made for ordinary 
drug 3 and dressings for the persons eligible 


for the per diem rate of One Dollar ($1.00), 
but they will be required to pay for the use 
of the operating room at the rate of: 

Major operations - $5.50 

Minor operations .-.. $3.00 

(e) All persons not eligible for the per 
diem rate of One Dollar ($1.00) shall pay 
not less than Three Dollars and Fifty 
Cents ($3.50) per day with additional 
charges for drugs and dressings, and oper¬ 
ating room charges as follows: 

Major operations -- $11.00 

Minor operations - $6.00 

Case room -- $6.00 (For 

those not eligible under Maternity Act.) 

(f) All persons not eligible for the per 
diem rate of One Dollar ($1.00) shall pay 
all X-ray charges. 

(g) Extra charges for ratepayers or 
non-ratepayers requesting private accom¬ 
modation and receiving such accommoda¬ 
tion shall be set by the Board and be sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the Department of 
Public Health. 

(h) The Board may enter into agree¬ 
ments with city hospitals for the care of 
special and emergency cases, certified by 
the attending physician, which cannot be 
adequately hospitalized at the Crows’ Nest 
Pass Municipal Hospital. 

(6) To create a debenture indebtedness 
of One Hundred and Eighty-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($185,000.00), twenty years at in¬ 
terest not to exceed 4%. 

To repay said debentures in equal instal¬ 
ments of combined principal and interest 
for a term of 20 years.

IS GOOD WATER AVAILABLE 
IN THE CROWS’ NEST PASS 
FOR THE HOSPITAL? 

Certainly! Ample water is available anywhere in the 
Town of Blairmore. Good drinking water is now supplied 
to the Town of Blairmore from York Creek near the 
town. This source is available to the hospital. The De¬ 
partment of Health Chief Sanitary Engineer is satisfied 
that this supply is satisfactory. YOUR HOSPITAL 
BOARD WILL NOT PROCEED WITH THE ERECTION 
OF A HOSPITAL UNTIL THIS FEATURE IS FULLY 
AND SATISFACTORILY SETTLED. 

HOW ABOUT A DOCTOR? 

Scarce as doctors are at the present time, no Muni¬ 
cipal Hospital is without a doctor. The Board realizes the 
importance of a good physician and surgeon and will spare 
no effort to have one or more skilled practitioners locate 
in the Crows’ Nest Pass District. With the release of 
doctors from the armed services, many skilled doctors will 
be available. If any one doctor should not prove satis¬ 
factory for any reason whatsoever, the Board is free to 
ask another one to locate here. Further, should the 
ratepayers wish it, the Board could enter into an agree¬ 
ment with any particular doctor, at an agreed rate, to 
supply medical, surgical and obstetrical services. No one 
will be required to use any particular doctor. Besides, 
outside doctors may be called in, if or when necessary 
for any special case. 


MAY A HOSPITAL SUPPORTER 
SECURE HOSPITALIZATION 
ELSEWHERE? 


Yes. The Hospital Board intends to make arrange¬ 
ments with City Hospitals for the care of special and 
emergency cases, and the cost to the ratepayer will be 
the same as at home, that is One Dollar per day. 

This means that if you require treatment which can 
not be provided at the Crows’ Nest Pass Hospital, you 
pay the same hospital rate elsewhere—that is, One Dol¬ 
lar per day. 


WHY A VOTE FOR THE PLAN? 

The Municipal Hospitals Act requires that those who 
reside in the Proposed Hospital District shall themselves 
decide whether or not they wish a Hospital District or¬ 
ganized. To do this a vote is taken to record the number 
for and against the proposal. A two-thirds majority of 
those voting is required before the proposal is considered 
approved. Therefore, every ratepayer should take a lively 
interest in the matter, studying the many points in favor 
of the scheme and make sure that his vote is cast in sup¬ 
port of this important matter of public welfare. Vote 


WHO MAY VOTE? 

(a) All persons liable for taxes under the Municipal 
District Act. 

(b) The wife, husband, sons and daughters, at least 
twenty-one years of age, of such persons and resid¬ 
ing with such persons within the Hospital District. 

(c) If your name is not on the voters’ list, and you are 
qualified to vote, you may vote by signing a declar¬ 
ation on a form provided under the Act at the poll 
at the day of the voting.

Explanations and Comments 

Isaiah’s Prophecy of Universal 
Peace, Isaiah 2:2-4. 

The Prince of Peace, Isaiah 9:6, 7. 

Treatment of Enemies, Matthew 5: 
43-48. Ye have heard it said, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor, and hate 
thine enemy. The statement about 
loving one’s neighbor is found in 
Leviticus 19:18—Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself. There is no 
direct statement in the Old Testa¬ 
ment about hating one's enemies, but 
Jesus was giving the intent of many 
Old Testament passages rather than 
their actual words. Recall the so- 
called "Imprecatory Psalms,” which 
express intense hatred of Israel's 
neighboring nations. 

“On passages such as Dt. 7:2; 23: 
6 ; 1 Ch. 20:3; 2 S. 12:31; Ps. 137:8, 
9, the fierce fanatics of the Phari¬ 
saic Jews after the exile had so fed 
that we find the Talmud ringing with 
precepts of the most bitter hatred 
against all Gentiles, and the ancients 
had, not unnaturally, been led to the 
conclusion that detestation of all but 
Jews was part of the Jewish re¬ 
ligion” (F. W. Farrar). 

Yet "Do good to them that hate 
you” had been the spirit of the high¬ 
est part of the Law and the Old 
Testament. Exodus 23:4—If thou 
meet thine enemy’s ox or ass going 


43, cold from one end of the country 
to the other, unseasonably so in many 
places, the glass dropping on various 
parts of the prairies to the 50's, slow¬ 
ing train movements and multiplying 
the difficulties of maintenance of way 
men.

The 
average prairie snowfall, 12 to 14 
feet in the season, would present few 
problems save for the wind which 
drives it into drifts which have to 
be checked by snow-fences. When 
snow gets too much for the fences, 
plows are brought into play to buck 
the drifts from the track. Wing- 
plows and Hangers are sufficient to do 
the job on the prairies but in the 
mountains huge rotary plows, like 
the one shown in top picture, above, 


and culverts, replacing steel and ties, 
lubricating switches, tamping ballast, j 
clearing weeds, raising or lowering | 
track and tightening tie-plates. !

RECRUITING OF FARM LABOR 
FOR INDUSTRY 

An extensive and vigorous cam¬ 
paign by National Selective Service 
to recruit agricultural workers into 
employment in other essential in¬ 
dustries during the coming fall and 
winter months will soon 'be under 
way. 

In a general review of labor re¬ 
quirements in the prairie region, 
Selective Service was faced with 
orders for about eight or nine 
thousand workers for essential ci¬ 
vilian and war industries, and that 
these must be found. Terminal ele¬ 
vators, railways, coal mines, base 
metal mines, packing houses, cold 
storage plants, lumber and wood 
camps, and sugar plants are all 
included in the list of industries 
needing farm workers during the 
coming winter. Oct. 15 was tenta¬ 
tively set for the opening of the 
campaign for the prairie region, 
but in the event of unfavorable 
harvest weather, the date may be 
deferred. 


Selective Service will not encour¬ 
age men to leave dairy or live¬ 
stock farms, where they are needed 
most during the winter. In addi¬ 
tion, young farmers on postpone¬ 
ment of military training will be 
given continuance of their post¬ 
ponement while engaged in other 
essential work during the off-sea¬ 
son.
